Shéna's letter 
of Juno 26 is appended to tho official text 
of the Peking-Hankow contract, 50 
that neither the British nor tho Chineso 
Government had any valid excuse for boing 
in ignorance of its purport. Nor can tho 
recent Bolgian claims to reversionary rights 
advanced voth at Poking and at Washing- 
tun be recognized. ‘To quote once more the 
wurda of Lord Salisbury (May 26, 1898), ‘a 
wcession of this nature is no longer a com- 
morcial or industrial enterprise, and 
comes a political movement against British 
interests in the region of the Yang-tazo.’ 
England obtained sdefinitoguarantee in 1899 
that Qhina had given no euch raversionary 
righta to-the Belgians ; the claims thereto 
recently advanced are thorefore inadmiasi- 
ble, In o recont interview with Sheng I 
obtained from him a definite statemont that 
the presont claims are without foundation ; 
noverthelosa, there is, as I have said, good 
roason for believing that he has been s au 
porter of the Continental syndicate through

The Chinase Go- 
vornntent appears to realize this fact better 
than the American, It realizes that Belgian 
control must oventually entail Belgian 
Personnel, and therefore Franco-Belginn

to admit the possibility of the United Statea 
Govornment's continuing to concom itself 
geriousty in an andertaking from which 
American capital and initiative have beon 
vliminated. It recognizes the duty of pro- 
tection must vest in the Government whose 
subjocts control this important undortaking.

FREIGHT CIRCULAR. 


Mersrs Lamke and Rogge report :-— 
Chartering operations during the past 
fortnight have not been on quite as large 
scale es during the preceding period, 
though the somewhat emaller smount af 
business that has como to pass, is not xt. 
tributable to any falling off in demand, 
bot is chiefly owing to the difficulty in 
meeting opquiries, tonnago being 80 ox- 
tremely scarce. The markot enerally 
speaking, has ruled as firm 89 before and 
froights are not likely to decline for some 
time to come. 

From Saigon to this, a stron demand 
hax prevailed throughout the ortnight, 
‘but tho scarcity of tonnage has beep 
reatriotive to business and even tho im- 
proved rato of 26 cents per picul, which has 
been willingly paid, could not influence 5 
larger amount of chartering. . There are 
y afew fixtures on record as por list 
overleaf. 

‘The Ssigon/Philippino market has been 
rather disappointing. At time of writing 
Jaat, there was every indication of farther 
business at good rates, bat instead of that 
the demand slackeoed materially and quota- 
tiona became auch as to render froah chart- 
ering quite impracticable, There is 
alightly better ee again, towards the 
close, but anything below 35 conts per picul 
ia not likely to lead to business.
